was passed by the Central National Council* In spite of this, Nosek, the Gc®fr- 
muaist Minister of Interior, gave permission for the Smetana Hall to be used 
for the meeting. The meeting ms attended by about 3000 people, the majority 
of whom were Comriiunists* Although Porphyrogenos spoke in Greek, hie speech 
which contained the usual vilification of th© u reactionary powers n , was received 
with well-drilled enthusiasm. Other speakers wore Dr, Lang, chairman of the
